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Blood byproduct recipient says thanks 


Blood donors 
receive roses and 
personal notes of 
thanks for being 
heroes

“You keep on giving, I’ll 
keep on living." 

That was the message 
Sheila Hirsch-Kalm had for 
the blood donors at last 
week’s clinic at the Virgil fire 
hall, as she personally hand¬ 
ed each one a rose, and a 
signed note of thanks. 

For the last 43 years the 
Queenston woman has 
received gamma globulin, a 
blood byproduct. She 
requires the blood plasma 
protein, which includes anti¬ 
bodies to fight disease, 
because of a compromised 
immune system. 

“A lot of people don’t real¬ 
ize how many of us get these 
byproducts. It’s not just 
blood that’s needed for peo¬ 
ple who have operations or 
are in accidents.” 

In 1970, Hirsch-Kalm trav¬ 
elled to England in an effort 
to find a diagnosis for symp¬ 
toms she was experiencing, 
and she found it—an absence 
of gamma globulin in her 
blood, causing an immune 
deficiency that makes her 
susceptible to infection. 

When she returned home 
to Canada, she had the blood 
byproduct she required 


shipped over—it wasn’t 
available here at that time— 
and that continued until the 
Red Cross began supplying 
it. 

Since 2003, she has also 
been fighting a type of can¬ 
cer that affects her bone 
marrow, but because of her 
immune system deficiency, 
there is no transplant in her 
future—just regular trips to 
the St. Catharines General 
Hospital to receive her 
gamma globulin. 

During those visits to the 
hospital infusion centre, she 
sees first-hand others like 
herself who rely on blood 
byproducts to stay alive. 

“What these people do 


when they donate blood is 
above and beyond. They’re 
my heroes. I can’t say thank 
you to each and every one of 
the people who have helped 
me and so many others, but I 
can say thank you to those 
who are here today. Thank 
you from the bottom of my

He had hoped to 
finish his run in 
Vancouver, BC, but 
cancer returned in his 
lungs, and the coura¬ 
geous, determined 
young man who hoped 
to put an end to the 
suffering of young chil¬ 
dren like those he had 
seen while undergoing 
his own treatment died 
10 months later. 

"I have such distinct 
memories of watching 
the news as a kid, and 
those pictures have 
always stayed with me. 
Terry Fox has been 
such a total role model 
for me. Those memo¬ 
ries have made a dif¬ 
ference to who I am, in 
business, in comedy, 
and as a father. Every 
time I think something 
is going to be too hard, 
I remind myself of 
what he accomplished, 
and thinking of him 
puts things in perspec¬ 
tive. He is a superhero 

Pillitteri is making 
sure his kids under¬ 
stand why Fox is a 
superhero, and will 
have his family run¬ 
ning with him this 
year. 

"I want them to 
know that if they have 
a problem, something 
tough to face, they can 
deal with it - Terry Fox 
ran a marathon on one 
leg every day." 

In his enthusiasm 
for the run, Pillitteri 
hopes Balance will 
have a “pretty big 
team,’ bigger than last 
year, and he is doing 
his best to see that 
happen. 

He’s also deter¬ 
mined to raise more 
than last year’s $4,000 
from the team, $3,200 
of which he raised,

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Queenston residents continue battle

Residents in Queenston 
say they sometimes feel 
they’re under siege. 

They have fought so many 
batdes, and continue to face 
off against government, 
developers, and anybody 
who threatens their historic, 
quaint and mostly quiet vil¬ 
lage. 


The Queenston Residents 
Association has about 108 
members in a village of 
about 300 homes, and not 
even all the members always 
agree on every issue that 
comes up, says president Jim 
Armstrong. But they agree 
they need to work together 
to protect their village 
against unwelcome change. 

“The QRA’s goal is to 
enhance and preserve the 
historic village nature of 


ing is a chipping away of the 
atmosphere we’re work so 
hard to preserve.” 

One of those changes was 
the recent improvement of 
Dee Rd., often referred to as 
the oldest, or one of the old¬ 
est country lanes in Canada. 

That's pretty difficult to 
pin down, says Julian Smith, 
executive director of 
Willowbank School of 
Restorations Arts. One of the 
most renowned heritage 
experts in Canada, Smith 
says there is no doubt that 
Dee Rd. was one of the best 
examples of a country lane, 
before its widening and 
resurfacing. 

He and other Queenston 
residents fought against 
what the Town’s public 
works staff called road 
improvements - but after 
lengthy debate about the 
work, which was carried out 
to allow for a new home to 
be built about halfway along 
the lane which connected 
the Niagara River Parkway 
with Queenston St. in the vil¬ 
lage, it was approved, the 
house built, and another 
development lot put up for

to satisfy an Ontario 
Municipal Board decision to 
bring it up to rural road stan¬ 
dards. But that same OMB 
decision also stipulated just 
one house could be built, 
and the Town’s committee 
of adjustment recendy said 
times and legislation have 
changed, allowing another 
lot to be severed and devel¬ 
oped is good planning. 

A group of residents, 
members of a Dee Rd. com¬ 


mittee, a sub-committee of 
the QRA, question the neces¬ 
sity of the extent of the work, 
which widened it to make it 
a two-way street and resur¬ 
faced it with tar and gravel. 

They also dispute Fast’s 
assertion that residents are 
pleased with the results of 
the roadwork—some may 
be, but not all. 

“Our position is that we 
had no problem with one 
house, but we wanted the 


road left as a gravel path," 
says Armstrong. 

There were several alter¬ 
natives discussed, including 
a compromise of widening 
and resurfacing it only to the 
new house, which would 
have been satisfactory to 
most residents, but negotia¬ 
tions failed and the Town 
council agreed to the cur¬ 
rent design, which many 
residents feel was overkill. 

“This was referred to as 
the best and safest alterna¬ 


tive. We don’t agree," said 
Armstrong. 

“How do you make a 
laneway that was largely 
impassable safer? Widening 
it and paving it so that more 
people use it does not make 
it safer.”

The roadwork caused one tree to 
fall, another is likely to go, and the 
quiet lane has become a thorough¬ 
fare with two many cars going too 
fast, says Jonathan Kormos, who lives 
at the bottom of the Dee Rd. hill. 

"There is so much speeding now 
on what used to be a walking path. 
We’ve asked the town for a ‘slow’ sign 
but we haven’t got one yet.” 

Armstrong says the committee 
will be lobbying the town to reduce 
the speed limit on Dee Rd., which is 
now 50 kilometres an hour, and to 
make it a one-way street, although 
residents are still discussing which 
direction makes more sense. 

But the recent debate about Dee 
Rd. is just a minor skirmish in the 
overall battle to preserve the village, 
sometimes with the Town onside, 
sometimes not, says Rob Copeland, a 
Queenston resident who served sev¬ 
eral terms as a town councillor. 

Over the years, he says, from the 


early days of the Queenston 
Community Association, founded in 
1962, which eventually folded and 
was resurrected later as the QRA, an 
enormous amount of time and money 
has gone into preserving the village, 
even with pro bono legal help. 

Villagers have raised more than 
$100,000 fighting housing develop¬ 
ments and the Increasing jet boat 
presence at the Queenston dock, a 
battle that would have cost more than 
$500,000 if they were paying their 
lawyer, and that is still going on in 
the appeal stage, after a year-long 
environmental review. 

The Kormoses say they have spent 
$18,000 on this recent Dee Rd. devel¬ 
opment, to no avail. 

“We’re just a small community of 
400 people, fighting to protect our 
village against one developer after 
another. Where’s the protection? 
Sometimes we’re fighting our own 
town. This was just one more battle,” 
said Copeland. 

“It’s no wonder villagers are frus-

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Queenston man gives hand up to Indonesian girl

There’s a young girl in 
Indonesia who thinks Bob 
Tebbutt of Queenston is 
pretty close to God. 

Debora was bom with 
just one hand, a disability so 
stigmatized in her tribal cul¬ 
ture that it’s like a lifelong 
badge of shame. 

Since the end of June she 
has two beautiful hands, and 
it's hard to tell which is artifi¬ 
cial and which is natural. 

She also has a future as a 
prospective student in a 


teachers’ college where she 
will be able to learn skills 
badly needed in her native 

In a relatively short time 
Debora has gone from being 
someone pitied by her family 
and despised by others to 
being someone admired and 
envied in her village. 

She knows she owes these 
life changes to the 67-year- 
old Queenston man who 
recently returned from his 
seventh visit to her country, 
exhausted but happy about 
his success after years of 
persevering effort, hundreds 
of letters and e-mails to sup¬ 


pliers of prosthetic limbs 
and paying $1,400 for a life¬ 
like hand for her. 

Tebbutt is looked upon as 
a missionary by many who 
know him. He’s also a multi¬ 
talented English immigrant 
to Canada, known in Niagara 
for, among other things, his 
video and still photography. 

Debora would never have 
heard of Tebbutt had he not, 
as a young man new to this 
country and working at the 
Avionics factory in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, fallen in love 
with a local preacher’s 
daughter. 

One of the conditions of 


his dating Sharon Kroeker 
was that he start going with 
her to Orchard Park Bible 
Church and listening to the 
sermons preached by her 
dad, the late Herman 
Kroeker. 

As a confirmed atheist 
who thought of churches 
only as historic relics, nobody 
was more astonished than 
Tebbutt when he found him¬ 
self attracted not just to 
Sharon but to the Christian 
faith. He ended up teaching 
the Bible to people who had 
been in church all their lives. 

That eventually led to his 
going to Indonesia to help 
his missionary-

find them incredibly 
resourceful and adaptable.” 

The real reason the 
Indonesian girl’s heart 
touched Tebbutt’s sympa¬ 
thies so powerfully was 
because “I knew what it was 
to have to hide my own right 
hand which Parkinson’s dis¬ 
ease had made useless, a fact 
that embarrassed me to 
death. When I saw this kid 
with the same basic problem 
as myself, my heart just went 
out to her." 

Among other factors 
which made supplying the 
artificial hand difficult, were 
linguistic barriers and the 
wild goose chase which led 
from two suppliers each tak¬ 
ing on the contract, then 
backing out There were hor¬ 
rendous inland transporta¬ 
tion problems and difficul¬ 
ties in measuring and a pre¬ 
liminary fitting. The new 
hand was eventually made in 
Hong Kong and delivered to

The motivation behind 
the series was that health 
care had become increas¬ 
ingly more complex and dif¬ 
ficult for patients to navi¬ 
gate. This includes trouble 
finding timely primary care 
and access to specialists as 
well as advice about com¬ 
mon health care issues such 
as dementia, stroke, anxiety, 
depression and other medi¬ 
cal problems.

vice. In this way the infor¬ 
mation was made available 


throughout the Niagara pen¬ 
insula and Hamilton. 

One of the goals of 
InfoHealth has been to cre¬ 
ate public discussion on 
matters of health care and 
the health care system. 

Dr. Brown emphasized 
the importance of treating 
the public as adult partners 
in discussions about health 
care in Niagara and on mat¬ 
ters related to personal 
health care. 

Too often educational 
material made available 
about health matters is too 


simplistic and shallow to be 
of much value to patients, 

InfoHealth has tried to 
present sometimes-complex 
medical and health care 
issues with as much clarity 
as possible without dummy¬ 
ing down the content. 

The next InfoHealth ses¬ 
sion will be Wednesday, 
Sept. 11, featuring Dr. Karl 
Stobbe, regional dean of the 
McMaster program.

Cindy Carter has a home 
that displays her two pas¬ 
sions—cats, and doll hous- 

She has a hard time limit¬ 
ing herself when it comes to 
feline pets and has volun¬ 
teered with Animal 
Assistance Niagara in the 
past, but caring for her aging 
parents in their final years 
and going through open 
heart surgery herself, along 
with other health issues, has 
made it impossible for her to 
continue her volunteer 

She does, however, have 
several cats herself, all res¬ 
cue animals, and it breaks 
her heart to know how many 
cats and kittens there are in 
Niagara destined to be 
homeless or worse. 

Her other obsession, 
building doll houses, is a lit¬ 
tle easier to accommodate— 
she has dedicated one large 
room in her home to dis¬ 
playing what she has accom¬ 
plished. 

So it wasn’t too much of a 
stretch, when she heard 
about Animal Assistance 
Niagara’s current need for 
cash to spay and neuter cats, 
to decide to donate one of 
her dollhouses. 

That led to a meeting with 
Carol Thibault of Pet Valu in 
Virgil, who also supports 
Animal Assistance, to dis¬ 
cuss a raffle, which is now 
underway with a dollhouse 
as first prize. 

"I saw the article in the 
Advance about Animal 
Assistance, and I thought to 
myself, I know how I can 
help out," said Carter. 

The dollhouse is valued 


aiding Animal Assistance 


at $2,500, finished on the 
outside. 

Carter makes the porce¬ 
lain dolls herself for her 
houses, the furniture, the 
curtains, and electrifies them 
as weU.
